AN EXHORTATION 


In his capacity as President of the 
Executive Yuan, General Chiang 
Kal-shok has issued a special series 
of orders intended to grapple with 
the alleged prevalence "of certain 
abuses In the service of the Govern- 
mont. The orders are comprehensive. 
‘They embody warnings against” em- 
bezzlement of public funes, illegal 
appropriation, ond various other 
forms of peculation. ‘The “recelpt of 
lunearned ‘salaries" Is another item 
which evokes Presidential displeasure. 
‘The responsible authorities are In- 
structed to take the necessary steps 
for reforming the services under 
their control within two months, at 
the end of which time the Govern- 
jment is taking steps to oblain a Ye- 
ort on the improvement effected. 
Delinquents are to be brought within 
[the peril of the Commission for the 
Diseiplinary Punishment of Public

fshek has obviously put his Anger or 
‘a root cause of the Government's 
inability. to make the progress he 
‘would like in establishing its relations 
‘with the public. ‘The orders which 
hhe has Jesued will apparently apply 
mainly to the rank-and-file of the 
offleial hierarchy and, if duly carried 
Into effect, should -be beneficial in 
improving the machinery of Govern- 
ment besides safeguarding important 
sections of the public revenue. Ex- 
perience gained trom the operations 
/now undertaken might pethaps induce

Only a body with 
the ‘authority of the Control Yuan 
supported by the known determina. 
tion of the President of the Execu- 
five Yuan himself to rid the country 
Jof the scourge of corruption, can 
really tackle the problem in its fullest 
Isignifteance. General Chiang Kal- 
Jshek is believed to be alive to that 
Jconsideration, It would not be sur- 
prising if his campaign against mal- 
practices eventually developed on 
some such lines.

A GREAT HISTORIAN 


Death has been busy’ of late with 
persons of high distinction, "The 
ranks of selentists have been dimin- 
shed by the loss of Professor J. 8. 
Haldane, as reported in tho cables 
to-day. ‘Lost month the mail papers 
to hand show, Sir Charles “Firth, 
Professor Emeritus of Modern History 
at Oxtord University, dled at Oxford. 
Sir Charles had been living In retire- 
ment since 1925, after a career of 
great usefulness.’ Born in 1857 and 
educated at Clifton, New College and 
Balliol, Oxford, ‘Sir Chcries came 
under ‘the tutorship of J. F, Bright 
and by the inspiration of snoiher fine 
historian S. R. Gardiner, he devoted 
himself to ‘the study of’ the history 
‘of the Civil War and Protectorate. 
‘He eventually contributed no less 
than 222 articles to the Dietlonary 
‘of National Biography. His life of 
‘Cromwell won from Lord Acton the 
tribute that it was the highest aus 
thority on the subject. In 1004 Firth 
‘Became Reglus Professor with the 
fellowship of Orlel attached thereto 
‘and his forthright criticism of Oxford 
methods of teuching brought about 
salutary changes in the study of 
history at the University, particularly 
in associating it with. technical 
Jexamination of the methods of research 
Jand ancillary sciences. He contri- 
buted fo the Cambridge Modern Tis- 
tory notable chapters on his special 
perlod. He recelved his knighthood

North China Smuggling Now 
Affecting Sinking Fund 


Nanking, Mar. 11. 
Unless curbed immediately, the 
smuggling at present rampant in 
North China may affect the. sinking’ 
fund which has been built up with’ 
the receipts from Customs ‘duties! 
and salt revenue in Hopel and 
Charhar for meeting in part the ser~ 
viee of China's foreign loans, accord- 
Ing to circles well-informed on finan- 
celal matters. Ordinarily, the Cus- 
toms and salt revenues in Hopel and 
Charhar yield more than is necessary 
to meet North China's portion of the 
nation's foreign loan obligations. In 
fact, it 1s pointed out that often @ 
‘considerable surplus was left to meet 
military and administrative expendi- 
ture incurred by the two northern 
provinces. 
‘The collection of the consolidated 
tax, In the meantime, also has been | 
rendered difficult by foreign inter- 
ference such as Is now confronting 
the Chinese Customs and salt authori 
tles jn ientsin and Chinwangtao, 

Tt is particularly pointed out that, 
in deciding to take effective measures | 
against “ smuggling in North Chino, 
the “Chinese Government also. is 
thinking of protecting the vested 
interest of the friendly Powers whose 
cltizens and subjects have invested 
in Chinese loans secured on Customs 
‘and salt receipts, ‘part of which is 
raised in places" where smuggling 
now Is rife—Central News. 

‘Tlentsin Tackles the Problem 
‘Tlentsin, Mar, 12. 

In compliance with orders from 
Nanking, the Customs and railway 
‘authorities in Tientsin are studying 
effective measures to check the ramp- 
fant smuggling of Japanese goods in

Inside the Great Wall from Dalren 
by motor boats which dock at small 
and obscure inlets, In the vicinity of 
Peitalho and Chinwangtao, From 
these’ points, the smuggled goods are 
ccatried to the railway zone for trans- 
portation by train to Tientsin through 
the demiltartzed zone—Central News,

JAPAN’S ACTION IN 
CHINA CONDEMNED 


Criticism at Conference of 
Friends of China Society 


London, Mar. 14. 

‘A strong eriticism of Japan's attl- 
tude towards China was made, at the 
conference of Friends of the Chinese 
People, in London to-day, which was| 
attended by British, French and 
‘Netherland members. 

Japan is determined, declared the 
Dean of Canterbury, to get hold of 
‘Manchuria with the ‘ultimate Idea of 
‘obtaining complete dominance in the| 
Asiatic Pacific, 

Professor Shelley Wang sald that 
the whole of North China: was nearly 
Jn the hands of Japan. If that grave 
situation continued, he added, China 
‘would become a colony of Japan, and 
it had been sald that conquering 
China was the frst step towards 
conquering the world. 

‘A suggestion was made that there 
should be a combination between the 
United States, Britain and Russia to| 
put on end to Japan's aggression im- 
mediately, after which a comaittee 
should be established to put China's 
house in order, 


League Action Urged 

‘The meeting then resolved to urge 
the League of Nations to take carly’ 
effective steps to, compel tho Japanese 
Government to withdraw its armed. 
forees from North China, Manchuria, 
and Mongolia. . 

‘The conference also demandes that 
all signatories of the Covenant ef the 
League and the Nine-Power Treaty— 
whlch guarantees the territorial in- 
tegrity of China—honour thelr obliga- 
tions” and call the Far Eastern 
Advisory Committee together .imme- 
‘diately to consider how best to recure 
peace collectively in the Far East. 

Lord Marley suggested that  con- 
ference of signatories of the Nine-| 
Power Treaty be called in the Far 
East, and that Soviet Russia be made 
a member, so that the united influence 
of fifteen’ nations interested in the, 
Far East could bring pressure to bear| 
‘upon Japan—Reuter,

Unveneo. Finst Penronatance To-pay. 
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» EARL BEATTY 
March 12, 

Another of the great sons of 
‘empire, in the person of Earl Beatty, 
hhas been gathered to his rest, His 
‘death, even though It was not un 
expected, has about it certain 
qualities’ of tragedy, for he had 
‘retired from active service only 50 
short a while ago as January, while 
his last public appearance was in 
‘the cortege which escorted the dead 
sovereign under whom he had 
served so brilliantly through the 
streets of London to Its final resting| 
place at Windsor. Earl Beatty was 
Jenown to be sick then, and it is a 
tribute to the man tha, despite his 
own infirmity, he did not fail to do 
honour to him to whom he had 
‘owed allegiance. In any assessment 
of Earl Beatly’s career and. the 
qualities which made him so em- 
inently successful it has always to 
be remembered that though he 
captured the popular imagination he 
‘was at all times a brilliant cMicer 
and onie who throughout his. life had 
proved himsclt to be outstanding 
amongst his fellows. ‘The rapidity 
of his promotion was due entirely to 
his sterling qualities as an officer. 
At twenty-eight he was a com- 
‘mander, and when less than thirty 
he had’ reached the rank of Post 
Captain, rising in the service at a 
greater speed than even Rodney,! 
Keppel or Nelson. He was Admiral 
‘of the Fleet at forty-eight years of 
age so that in the brief space of 
twenty years he had swept from the 
Towest to the highest rank, which 
latter he held for seventeen years. 
All that was achieved by sheer 
meri 











details of his tife wilt be 
found elsewhere, but it might be 
profitable here to consider those 

tors which secured for Earl 
ty that widespread affection not 
‘only from his own service but from 
‘the commonwealth of nations which 
he served so well. The dead admiral 
was the embodiment of what the 
Briton imagines a British  zallor 
should be, He possessed in addi- 
tion to a dogged perseverance, re- 
markable courage, skill and quick 
decision, all combined in a persoi 
ality in'which the Nelsonian tradl= 
ton lived for all to see and admire. 
There has been and always will be 
‘some difference of opinion as to his 
actions during the Battle of Jutland, 
and there will probably never be 
any final judgment as to the tactical 
correctness of his decisions on that 
memorable occasion, but he en- 
trenched himself in the hearts of his 
fellow-countrymen by his adhesion 
to the old principle of the British 
Navy to engage the enemy on sight 
and It was through no fault of his 
that the battle was not more 
materially and Immediately decisive 
than it was. It Is an_ astonishing 
and impressive fact that though 
much criticism was levelled against 
hhim he lost nothing of the affection 
and admiration which he had 
manoged to inspire in the minds of 
the British public. 


Sixty-five is nowadays so young 
to dle, and when he retired it was 
hoped’ that he would Tong be spared 
to enjoy the great honour in which 
ho was held, perhaps, even to cerve 
the empire’ again. "Tt is a sad 
thought that one by one the great 
figures which brought the empire 
‘through the greatest struggle it had 
ver faced are slowly dropping out. 
The confidence which the prowess 
of those men inspires in the empire 
hhas to a great extent to be replaced 
by faith In the younger generation 
whieh has yet to be proved. Such 
men as Bealty and so many of his 
contemporaries who have entered 
into thelr ‘rest will undoubtedly 
serve as an inspiration to those who 
follow them, and because of thelr 
example will strengthen the faith 
which must be placed in thelr suc 
cessors. It is to” be reasqnably 
anticipated that the remains of the 
dead admiral will rest with others 
of Britain's greatness in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, and if he does he will as 
surely have deserved that honour 
as lls great predecessor whose 
motto Palmam qui merult ferat, 
$0 correctly fustites any such 
-dectsion.

That story of the call to St. 
Patrick to return to Ireland for jhe 
Purpose of weaning it to the Roman | 
Catholle Church is probably no} 
more authoritative than many of] 
the other tales that are told of the 
patron saint whose memory is) 
celebrated to-day. For there is) 
much of tradition which surrounds | 
‘the personality of St, Patrick and| 
not too much of what might be 
unreservedly accepted as historical~ 
ly correct. St. Patrick lived at| 
‘@ time and in a country where 
records received no very great at- 
tention, and many of the stories 
which are now extant about him 
must have been passed round by 
word of mouth and lost nothing in 
[the transmission, Nevertheless there 
is left the picture of the small lad, 
probably educated as a Christian 
in England, carried off by some 
Irish marauders, to spend six years 
of captivity herding sheep for his 
captors. During that time he is sald 
to have become subject to religious 
emotion during which he saw 
visions which prompted him to 
make his escape into Gaul, and 
thereafter to spend some years in 
a monastery at Lerins to ft him 
for the great work which he was 
subsequently to do in Ireland. 
‘There was Christianity already in 
that country, but it was so involved 
in heresy that Rome decided to send 
emissaries to root it out and bring 
the Church in Ireland back to the 
Mother Chureh. 

Patrick did not at first receive 
the appointment, muck: to his dis- 
satisfaction, but ‘ultimately he did. 
His task not easy for on the 
one hand he was struggling with 
Pelagianism within his own church, 
and with the hostilities of the 
Druids outside it. There are stories 
or Patrick challenging the royal 
prerogatives of one of the +mall 
‘ings, of trials of slcill between him- 
self and the Druids, not unlike that 
between Elijah and the priests of 











Baal, and of his having thrown | th 


down idols in some miraculous 
manner. But all these thingy are 
probably apocryphal accretions to| 
‘the memory of an ardent and saintly 
churehman who served its cause 
with a whole-souled and effective 
devotion. If the writings which are, 
said to be his are indeed his work, 
then it is clear that the onemies 
who accused him of illiteracy had 
more than a little Justifeation, in 
deed the writer, whoever he was, 
admitted that failing in addition to| 
betraying it in the crudities of his 
style. No maiter how that may be 
there still remains sufficient known 
about the man to form the estimate 
of his character that he was of an 
intensely spiritual nature, a strong. 
man of action and endowed with that 
‘enthusiasm which enabled him to 
‘surmount all difficulties, His. im- 
portance to the history of Ireland 
‘and the Irish Church arose from 
the fact that he brought Ireland into| 
touch with western Europe and 
Rome, and that he introduced Latin 
into Ireland as the language of the 
Church. His work consisted in 
organizing the Christian socicties 
‘which he found already in existence, 
and in planting the faith in districts 
such as the extreme west of Con- 
naught which had not then come 
under the sway of the Gospel. 
‘Whether the patron saint cast all 
reptiles out of Ireland or not is 
entirely beside the point in con- 
sidering the worth of the man. 
‘Those who believe that he did can 
point to the fact that no such 
‘creatures exist on the island, though 
the sceptic will hesitate to accept 
that as proof of the old legend. 
Tt will be noticed that St. Paltick, 
unlike some of the other patron 
saints in the world actually worked 
In the country which accepted him 
for its own. He was not a native 
of Ireland, but the mere accident 
jeoneerning the place of his birth 
‘measures as little egainst the stature 
of the saint. That he died at Saul 
whence he ‘retired at the end of 
an active life, seems to be true, 
though speculation still exists con- 
cerning the place of his burlal, a 
matter of dispute in early Irish, 
times. Taking into consideration 
the general trend of Irish history 
some may pardonably remark that 
the aalnt rendered the country tho

JAPANESE COMPROMISE, 
March 11, 
‘The new Prime Minister of Japan 
‘has skilfully handled the crisis 
‘which confronted him before he had 
completed his new Cabinet. He has 
been conciliatory in the discussions 
|with the military and naval authori- 
ties. In their turn they have not, 
been unreasonable. The gravity of 
the now suppressed revolt has 
brought patriotic concern to bear 
‘upon the situation, with the result 
that exceptional pains have been 
taken to reconcile conflicting views. 
‘The special relations of the Army 
to the Constitution are generally 
recognized, but not so generally un- 
derstood. “To put the matter in a 
nutshell, the War Minister must be 
a serving soldier. Therefore, by re- 
fusing to supply the Prime Minister 
‘with such an officer, the Army can 
‘effectively assert ils views when 
‘Cabinet-making is in train. In the 
circumstances, Mr, Koki Hirota has 
really been able to go far in 
establishing the essential require- 
ments of parliamentary government. 
iS yielded to the Army and| 
objections regarding the 
original selection of Mr. Shigeru 
‘Yoshida—Count Makino's son-in- 
law—as Foreign Minister by taking, 
‘that portfolio again within his per- 
‘sonal charge. He has also accepted 
view that the Minister of the 
Interior should be a non-party man. 
He has, however, carried the day in 
insisting on the inclusion of two| 
representatives of cach of the two 
chief political parties in the new 
Government. Although, therefore, 
only three of his first selections re- 
main in the offices assigned to them

‘Yethe will have to give due heed 
to the new relationship with the| 
Army and Navy chiefs. The price 
to be paid for curbing the volatility | 
of military individualists will prob- 
ably be discerned in the sharper 
definition of policy. ‘The Navy 
Minister has already intimated that 
additional expenditure will be re- 
quired to meet conditions arising, 
out of the breakdown in the London 
Conference. Whether this will have 
any effect on the Government's 
attitude toward Army requirements 
cannot be judged at the moment, 
‘The new “War Minister, Count 
Terauchi, is generally believed to be| 
‘a man of moderate tendencies, He| 
is not credited with allegiance to 
any particular political group. He 
as traditions of statesmanship in 
his family. He has evidently 
handled the discussions between the 
Army and Mr. Hirota with a dis. 
cretion which has averted what at| 
‘one time was feared to betoken a 
deadlock. He may be trusted to 
subscribe to Mr. Hirota's desire for 
coherent expression of aims and 
‘objects. There remains the internal 
situation which will challenge the 
statesmanship of the new Prime 
Minister, his colleague at the: 
‘Treasury and the Cabinct as a 
whole. The task will be to re- 
coneile the foreign policies, on 
which the Army and Navy have s0| 
much to say, with the economle 
conditions of the country. ‘The 
world will hope that Japan’ may 
perceive the advantage of bidding 
firmly for co-operation. . There is 
every desire to facilitate that 
modification of recent trends. It 
would not be adversely affected by: 
insistence on Japan's special 
position in the Far East, provided 
the uncertainties which’ have so. 
obscured understanding of her re- 
quirements can be eliminated. ‘The 
dignity and calmness with which 
the Japanese nation has met the: 
recent crisis have attracted sym= 
pathy and admiration. Mr. Hirota 
can go forward with confident 
reliance on international goodwill 
as he essays the task of restoring 
constitutional government in Japan, 
to its proper place in the esteem 
and support of the great nation now 
ooking to him as its lender, 


AN ADVANCE PATROL 


March 13. 
‘The Shanghai Municipal Council 
has recognized the political obstacles 
to the enforcement of the Factory, 
Act as it should be enforced: on the 
basis of equality within and with- 
out the Settlement. Confident In 
the growing spirit of collaboration 
developing among the three munt- 
‘cipal administrations, it is content 
to walt for policies to adjust them- 
selves. Meanwhile, selzed of the 
importance of public safety, it has 
exorcised the privilege of educating, 
the community in the elementary, 
principles of industrial sanity which 
Fests on attention to the welfare of 
workers, to the protection of the, 
Public “against the dangers of, 
factory operations and to the 
cultivation of measures for securing, 
the health of the Settlement as 
industrialization rapidly spreads in 
this large city. Like the “mercenary, 
young person” who flouted Mr. 
Boffin, the Council has done well. 
Tt has advanced considerably from 
the position which its predecessor of 
fourteen years ago adopted when It 
arrived at the bland conclusion that 
the employment of child labour was 
forced upon tender-hearted and re- 
luctant employers by the cussedness, 
of local parents and that con- 
sequently nothing could be dene to 
mitigate infant woes. Tt {s now 
discovered that some of Shanghat's, 
factory-owners are themselves ready 
to justify thelr reputation for hu- 
‘manity and appreciate the practical, 
benefits of improved oMelency which 
Fesults from enlightened treatment 
of the worker. The employer, in| 
developing this policy, is sorely in 
need of guidance which can come 
‘only from an organization possessed, 
of the necessary machinery for 
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collating information, spreading 
knowledge of factory ‘hygiene and 
otherwise marshalling relevant 
statistles, 

In Shanghal such facilities are 
‘urgently needed because industrlal- 
zation ‘has spread itself far 
more rapidly than was foreseen a 
few years ago, The actualitley are 
thus’ in advance of the Courcll’s 
action In dealing with them, For 
example, out of the 450 boilers 
in the Settlement more than 150 
have been installed in the last five 
years. Many of them are of local 
|manufacture; even the non-technical 
critic will realize the danger aceru- 
ing from the operation of bollers 
constructed without the application 
of standards usually applied clse- 
‘where, Yet the Council, by the 
exercise of educational persusston, 
has been able to bring nearly a 
hundred boilers under expert 
supervision—to the greater peace 
of mind of the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood where the boilers 
are, to say nothing of the employees 
concerned. ‘The Council's Industrial 
Section is therefore privileged 
at the moment to avoid the 
‘broad high road macadamized by 
‘acts of the legislature and watered 
by the responsive attentions of 
judicial authority, ‘That road will 
bbe taken in due course; at present 
it is in the process of construction 
and the sign-board says “political 
‘steam-roller at work.” So the 
Journey is an adventure in un- 
‘mapped territory. ‘The adventurers 
form an advance patrol for the 
forees of healthy _industrialism, 
‘They take their fun where they find 
it, They range over the Sottlement’s 
institutions—philanthropic, — officlal 
‘and commercial—and they choose 
thelr allies, They travel light and 
they live on the country by the ex- 
reise of the arts of persuasion forti- 
fled by solid experience which they 
place at the disposal of those whose 
‘co-operation they manage to com= 
mand. ‘Thus, knowing the modern 
practice of removing noxious fumes 
from the chromic acid’ which lurks 
in the chromium-plating vat, they 
suggest the fitting ofan effective 
exhaust, ‘The idea appeals, All but 
five out of 47 vats have adopted the 
dovice and the workers are protected 
from painful results incidental to 
the industry. ‘The Counell is 
handicapped by a lack of complete 
{information regarding the oceurrence 
of accidents in the Sottlement’s 
factories. “When the Fire Brigade 
or the Police Department has to 
intervene in a catastrophe some 
data are made available, For 
effective prevention of accidents, 
more information is wanted. ‘The 
patrol manages to co-ordinate the 
independent activities of hospitals, 
Police, Fire Brigade’ and, even, the 
factory-owners themselves, with the 
Fesul: that a workable “index of 
safety" is secured. 

‘The Henry Lester Institute of 
Medical Research, nobly exploiting 
the exceptional opportunity offered 
by along unregulated and unsuper= 
vised industrial system, has been 
carrying out three important in- 
quirles into the health of workers in 
Shanghai industries. Its report on 
the printing trade, recently re- 
viewed In these columns, afforded 
striking proof of its benefteent 
co-operation with the Council's 
dovelopment of an industrial policy. 
Thus Shanghai, unequipped at pres. 
ent with proper facilities for com= 
pulsory medical report on what are 
known as “dangerous. trades"—no 
nowspaper will be found to deny 
that printing comes within that eate- 
gory—Is enabled to acquire scientific

its industrial growth—and there 
fore its cconomle, social and 
physleal welfare, ' Study. of the

This year the 
five British candidates have already 
submitted themselves to the suf 
frages of thelr own compatriots 
among the ratepayers and have been 
chosen, on a 78 per cent. poll, In 
preference to five other nominees. 
‘The Japanese community for the 
first time puts forward three can- 
didates, the newcomer, Mr. T. Go, 
being mominated by the same pro 
posers and seconders as have signed 
the forms for Mr. . Urabe and Mr. 
T. Yamamoto, in’ token of the 
solidarity of the Japanese bid for 
‘additional representation. ‘The elec 
tion will elther favour this Jap- 
‘nese desire at the expense of one 
‘of the non-Japanese candidates or| 
it will result in the defeat of one 
Japanese aspirant as the “odd man 
out.” At the last Election the num- 
der of registered votors was 8,850, 
of whom 1,284 were British, 803 
Japanese, 400 American and 1,273 
other nationalities, ‘The total num~ 
ber of votes cast was 1,687 or 41 
per cent. of the total electorate; of 
this total, 775 wore Japanese, (87 
per cent.) 865 British (44 per cent.) 
‘and 247 American and all other 
nationalities (15 per cent.) 

‘The defects in the electoral 
system have been frequently dis~ 
cussed. ‘They cannot be removed 
without amendment of the Land 
Regulations, ‘The electors can best 
enforce the need for reform by 
showing their readiness to oxercise| 
the franchise as It stands. “Indeed 
the very anomalies created by the 
Influence of changed conditions on 
the hitherto unchanged constitution 
provide a strong argument for in- 
stituting a higher standard of 
electoral performance than might be 
considered necessary elsewhere, A 
poll of 41 per cent. is poor. At 
the last General Election in Great 
Britain 74 per cont. of the electors 
cast thelr votes, In: spite of the 
existence of elaborate porty 
‘organization to keep the voters up 
to the mark, it is always expected 
that a good proportion of the 
electors will be unable or unwill- 
ing to vote. In the International 
Settlement elections, there are, no 
doubt, certain conditions which 
militate against voting by some 
ratepayers—conditions of employ- 
ment mainly—but it is generally 
agreed that, a larger percentage of 
votes cast should be attained. From 
the Agures quoted it will be seen 
that the international composition of 
the Counell can be best safeguarded 
hy the exerelse of full electoral in- 
fluence.” It Is to be hoped that these 
considerations will find stronger 
support than has always been ac~ 
corded to them in the past. 
Issues which the Council has to 
determine in the name of the 
ratepayers of the Settlement 
‘embrace political and economig, as 
well as purely munfeipal, affairs.

‘assured, by reason of his iron control 
‘of the dissemination of news within 
the country, that data for refuting 
his arguments were not available 10 
the people who rely on his guidance. 
Herr Hitler’s declaration that the 
German people, desire peace ond 
eschew warlike ambition may be 
accepted as correct. It does not, 
however, take into sscount the fal 
Ingles on which public inion in 
Germany has boen fed w explain 
‘away the economic and political dif 
ficulties still barring their path to| 
Fecovery. That is the true danger 
‘of the situation. Neither in Great 
Britain nor in France {s there any 
desire to precipitate 2 break with 
Germany. Yet it is impossible to. 
treat the latest defiance of interna- 
tional comity as a condqnable lapse. 
Beside that fact discussion of the| 
asperities of the Treaty of Versailles 
Is irrelevant. ‘The cause of Huro- 
pean peace. demands security and 
confidence. That cannot be achi- 
‘eved if solemn pledges are to be 
ineontinently broken at the whim| 
of an individual signatory. 

Groat Britain, no less than France, 
has long been’ ready to assist in| 
the adjustment of conditions which 
experience has shown to press 
hardly on Germany's legitimate na~ 
jtional rights. Tho dimieully of 
persevering in that endeavour has: 
been accentuated by the persist- 
ence with which each adjustment, 
as it occurs, is virtually ignered 
‘and, indeed,” used as a lever for| 
making additional and even more| 
vehemently asserted demands. 
Neither Germany nor Great Bri- 
tain nor any other nation can pre- 
tend to be immune from defects of 
temper or ability. Human decisions| 
fare liable to embrace a full pro- 
portion of error or imperfection. 
Grave as were the mistakes of| 
omission and commission perpet~ 
rated in devising the Treaty of 
Versailles and other documents in 
the post-war settlement, it ir at 
‘east open to doubt whether they’ 
would have been avoided by the| 
Central Powers if their position had 
been that occupied by the Allied 
Powers. With Germany's conteation 
that the Covenant of the League 
should be separated from the Treaty 
‘of Versailles, firm sympathy has 
‘been long expressed. The process of| 
‘carrying it into effect is not to be 
facilitated by action which under- 
mines the confidence subsisting 
between parties to an agreement. 
Nor is it jrrelevant to point out 
that, in the desire to facilitate 


























Germany's admission to the League, 
through the Treaty of Locarno, 
great risks were taken by winding 
up the Control Commission whose 
labours—persistently obstructed 
over a period of seven years—were 
[brought to naught, although, as has 
now been revealed, on Germany's 
Jown admission, the pledge to dirarm 
was not honoured. Germany's eloc- 
tion to the League was held to 
bbe worth the risk for it was hoped 
that by the opportunity of develop~ 
jing her relations with fellow- 
members at Geneva her co-opera- 
tion in the peaceful organization of 
European polity would ensue, to the 
‘great advantage of the world and to 
the eventual creation of firm friend~ 
ship between her and her neigh~ 
ours, She subsequently withdrew 
amid general regret. 

‘Assuming—as it still is possible 
to sssume—that a way will be 
found out of the present impasse, 
the nations assembled in London 
have the right to ask Germany to 
jconsider carefully the strict asssein~ 
tion between pledges and per- 





formanees, between ovents and 
thelr consequences, Herr Hitler's 
fateful decision could not have been 
taken without regard to the obliga~ 
Hons which it proposed to repudiate, 
It must, therefore, have been based 
on a realization that the application 
of the terms of the Covenant would 
come under review. Alrendy the 
Council of the League has unani- 
mously found that a treaty breach 
hhas occurred, ‘The accuracy of that 
finding can hardly be challenged, 
feven if there be reluctance to 
‘prove the imposition of disciplin= 
ary aetion, So far as can be jurlged, 
Herr Hitler has taken those risks 
deliberately under the conviction 
thi elreumstances—differing  per~ 
haps with each individual country 
wilt operate to avert the exercise 
‘of the League's authority: In that 
state of mind, therefore, he is not 
happily situated to demand reliance 
on proposiils for the further record 
of pious aspirations on a diplomatic 
Instrument. Germany, through Herr 
Hitler, seems to assume the role of 
judge, jury and plaintiff in her own 
person. The defendant is put out of 
court, That constitutes but a flimsy 
basis for future negotiations, ‘The 
Issue is not the mere movement of 
troops into the Rhineland. The issue 
is whether an undertaking, volunt~ 
arily given and freely accepted, Is to 
be varied without reference to the 
parties concerned and whether, if 
that code of international ethies be 
adopted, there is practical value in 
framing’ fresh undertakings, lable 
fas they must be to such fortuitous 
JdiscomAture, During the coming 
week that Issue will engage the 
earnest attention of world states- 
manship.

In method, due to the difference in 
situation. Whereas M, Sarraut re-

{roops into the demilitarized zone has 
been cancelled, Great Britain clearly 
considers that some means should be 
devired to dispose of thal _dimculty. 
Perhups the meeting in Paris will 
have produced some adjustment of 
view.

Bll, which it was proposed to grant 
In subsidies to US. shipping in ox- 
change for carrying the mails, the 
Senate has substituted the more 
modest sum of $4,500,000 for the ear- 
Flage of mail on the poundage basis. 
For some years past the amount of 
assistance which the shipping of the 
United States has been receiving from 
the government has been watched 
with envious eyes by similar in- 
terests In other countries. Tt was 
felt that a degree of competition was 
‘ereaied with the unsubsidised mer. 
cantile marine of other countries 
could not possibly hope to meet, with 
tthe result that other nations foliowed 
sult, until even at last Great Britain 
‘was obliged to fall Into line, but only 
so far as @ comparatively small 
‘ubsidy for" the rehabilitation «of 
tramp shipping was concerned. it is 
not likely that the operators of ship- 
ping lines in the United States will 
Bccept this decision of the, Senate 
without very considerable “protest 
and a great amount of argument is 
Iikely to ensue before a final decision 
is made.

‘THE CRISIS 


‘The factors in the diseussions now 
proceeding in London are gradually 
emerging. There is no divergence of

Comforting is tho thought that, 
neither in Great Britain nor in 
France, is there anything but deep 
abtorrence of anything approaching 
jFmed action to enforce arguments in 
the present crisis. The feoling clear- 
ly ts What sacrifices for the sake of 
avoiding war are worth making— 
whether they come under the tead of 
political expediency or nol. Once 
‘again the sanctions issue seems 10 
resolve itself into determination of 
the efleacy of such a measure short 
of provoking reprisals. As this jour 
nal Eas consistently pointed out since 
October 1931, the provision of sane 
tons in the Covenant raises such com- 
plicated questions that ils practlca- 
Dillty is open to doubt. ‘That con-_ 
sideration has been ignored in the 
sanetions imposed on Italy, and it is 
bby no means certain that the process 
ras been eMelent either in actual 
‘operation oF in achieving the objects 
desired. It is apparent that British 
‘opinion, however ready to  sup- 
Port “sanctions in the  Ethloplon 
{issue where actual physical aggression, 
ceurred in the shape of hostilities, 
Js difident, to put it mildly, in con 
templating’ the “application of sanc- 
tlons—at this stage at all events—for. 
the coereion of Germany In respect 
of the remilitarization of the Rbin 
land." This does not necessarily sup- 
port the charge of inconsistency for, 
‘apart from the essential difference in 
tthe two issues, it is within the power 
of Great Britain to offer Franca

According to what Is bee 
Heved’ in educational circles, the 
raids were sunetloned by Nanking, 
because General Chiang’ Iatsheke 
was dissatisfied with "the "poor 
response’ given. to his. invitation to 
the: students to meet him in conter~ 
fence, and also on account of the 
manifesto ‘Issued by the Peiping 
students, explaining thelr reason for 
xefusing to attend the conference. 
In It they slated that they considered 
it a wasle of time and money to go. 
down to Nanking and tisten to 
further vague assurances of the 
yovernment’s desire to save the coun 
{ry, when nothing was ever done.

Badly Timed Police Raid 

‘ho details of the various police 
valdsin Pelping have already been 
siven in detail and need not bo 
Fopeated here, But it must be 
pohited out that the raid on Ch'ing 
Hua University was about as badly 
timed as could possibly be. After 
condless trouble and dispute and with 
quite unusual show of frmness, 
the College authorities had just suc:

If the students are being subsidized 
by the Communist party they eertain- 
ly do not show any signs of being in 
funds, as the following incident shows, 
‘The students had run up a bill of 
soveral hundred dollars for the piint- 
Ing of thelr various pamphlets and 
handbills, which they were unable to 
Pay, ‘The firm of printers therevpon 
slaried to dun them. In tho midst of 
the resulting dispute a Japanese news- 
ageney published the thrilling news 
that ‘he students in Pelping had re- 
ceived a million roubles from Moscow. 
‘When they heard this the printers in- 
dicated that they were, after all, in no 
Immediate hurry for’ thelr biit and 
would be prepared to continue work 
for the students. However, the mil- 
ion roubles failed to materialize and 
the trouble over the unpald bill arose 
afresh, Tt was finally liquidated, 1 
was fold, by the students demanding 
from the College registrar the refund 
‘of the moneys pald in advance for 
meals, during the period when the 
strike’ was on and the college closed. 

"The general consensus of opinion 
In educational elrcles here appears 
to be that there is no serious Com- 
munis influence at work among the 
students, No doubt there are among 
them a fow who are members of the 
Communist party—Just as there are 
a few who belong to the Blue Shirt 
organization—but it both cases these 
are solitary Individuals who oxerelse 
no Influence over the main body of 
students, 

Patrlotle Indignation 


Nor does it seem necessary to seok 
for some deep, sinister, all-prevading 
Red indluenee to aceount for the pres 
ent ferment among the students, Is 
It, after all, so very surprising that 
the youth of a couniry should be full 
of patriotic indignation when they soe 
thelr country being slowly but surely 
absorbed by a forelgn power? And 
when, as it scoms to them, thelr own 
government looks calmly on without 
making any effort to slop the, dis 
memberment of the country? Thoy 
may be ‘wrong-headed and unreason= 
fable, but that they. should harbour 
feelings of exasperation is, under the 
circumstances, surely noi so very 
strange. Vastue promises of ood in 
tentfons and appeals to “trust the 
Kovernment” have lost thelr effeet in 
the course of the last four years, and 
the students have become impatient 
with theso soothing platitudes and 
hhave got out of hand. 

Tt is useless closing dne's eyes. to 
the plain fact that to-day the student 
probiem has become inextricably 
mixed up with the Japanese aues- 
Mion, As Tong as the external situa- 
tion’ continues as it is, the Com- 
munists do not need to spend a red 
feent nor send out a sinule agitator to 
slit up trouble among the students of 
China, 

Il therefore seems highly doubtful 
whether the use of force will settle 
the student difieutty. “In the opinion 
‘of meny educators, the recent police 
Falds. for instance, have done moro 
hharm than good. ‘They have failed to 

nlimidate the students who are now 
beginning to regard themselves as: 
martyrs. presecuted by Nanking and 
the Northern authorities at the behest 
of thelr Japanese masters. ‘The only 
effect that further arrests and police 
Yalds are Ikely to have will be to 
drive the movement underground and 
into. very much more dangerous 
channels. If the government is bent

Fostat Restrictions 

During this money scare the Post 
Ofice “was emburrassed as man 
people rushed to buy stamps and 
make. deposits with Shans! money.

Fatker Burns' friends were relloved| 
to hear that the bandits had removed 
his bonds very early in the captivity, 
‘and that he had been treated well 
‘and was in good Health.

farles, and it is worthy of note that 
both’ of these men were answering} 
lurgent appeals for help when they| 
were taken.

LINCHENG OUTRAGE 
"RECALLED 


Violence by the Small Knife 
Society 


Fron Our Own Conrironsner 


‘Tenghsien, Sung, Mar. 4. 
Almost thirteen years ago, the little 
city of Lineheng, in Shaniung, was 
thrust upon the attention of a horri- 
fled world through being selected by 
Shantung bandits os the place to| 
stage a holdup of the famous ‘Blue 
Express, ‘They killed one foreigner 
‘and: kidnapped 27 others, most af 
whom were held on a mountain top| 
for 38 long and weary days of suffer 
ing and anxiety. 

‘A few days since, a village near 
the same city was the scene of an- 
other disturbance, much less notoriow: 
than the first one, ‘Thus far, it has| 
been absolutely impossible to obtain 
reliable and detailed information 2s| 
to the cause of the recent episode. 
Every local Chinese has his own 
version of the affair. Perhaps one 
man’s guess Is as good as another's. 
It scems that the mast probable story 
fs about as follows, 

‘Two wealthy and prominent gentle- 
jmen have been living in the country’ 
northwest of Lincheng, about five 
miles from the eity. For some un. 
‘explained reason, one of these gentle: 
men became angry at the other one, 
‘and Inid a plot to ‘accomplish his 
downfall, He accused his enemy, 
sai to be named Sen, of forming & 
‘conspiracy to overthrow the govern- 
ment of China and make himself 
Emperor. This would seem to be a 
rather large and ambitious under- 
taking for a gentleman from the 
agricultural distriels, 

‘The Tenghsien Magistrate is said to] 
have heard of this conspiracy and 
to have ordered the chief of police 
at Lincheng to call on the leading 
conspirator and dissuade him from 
his programme. The chief of polie= 
‘and ‘twenty of his men went othe 
village to call on the gentleman con- 
cerned. Instead of "receiving the 
callers peaceably and disclaiming any 
evil intentions, Mr. Sen gave them 
jan uneeremonious reception. For 
Jgome time past, he has employed a 
Small Knife Society expert to teach 
the villagers swordsmanship and In- 
cantations to render them Invulner- 
able. ‘This man is supposed to be a 
‘Taoist wizard. 


Wiaard on a Rampage 


When the police oficcts appeared 
at the village, the wizard rushed out 
{fo meet them’ Brandishing @ sword in 
cach hand,. ‘Totally uuprepared. for 
Sich a sudden onslaught, the police: 
men beat a. hasty -retreat, #0" hasty 
that the hfe oMcer could not keep 
up with his men. ‘The wizard. over= 
took him ‘and struck him. with. 3 
sword.’ Doubiless he would have 
been iailled, had not one ‘of his men 
stayed behind with him, to cover his 
Tetreat. “This man threw up his arm 
to protect his chiet trom a stroke ot 
the’ sword. His arm was slmost 
fevered, and he also suffered several 
other wounds.” ‘They. succeeded in 
escaping with” theit lives. and. the 
brave policeman was brought into the 
Mission hospital at Tenghsien, where 
he died.” ‘The chief of police. was 
deeply touched by this man's seerifve 
or him. 

‘After the police forse had been so 
roughly treated, the military officers 
{ook charge of the situation, and sent 
out soldiers to surround the’ offending 
Village, Fortunately or unfortunate 
ly, Mr, Ser, who had been accused 
of originating the conspiracy, fed be- 
fore’ the arrival of tho soldiers. 


‘The sword expert, being invulner. 
able, also attacked the soldiers, and 
killed several of them, but he was 
eventually brought down with some 
bullets through a leg ond was cap- 
tured and brought to Tenghsien for 
rial. “At a preliminary hearing, he 
fs sald to have boasted that he had 
ho particular objection to being ex- 
eculed, as he had already “gotten his 
money's worth," by slashing 27 
soldiers. Perhaps this statement is 
slight exaggeration, but there is| 
little ‘room for difference of opinion 
as to the probable result of this 
wizard's trial,

Re-introduction of Old Tithing 
‘System 
Prost Our Own Commsroxoert 


Huckow, Che, Mar. 9. 
During the last few weeks large 
numbers of soldiers. have been 
brought into the region of which 
/Huckow is the chief elty. Not many 
fare stationed in the elly Itself, but| 
nearly every town and large village 
that is on or near the motor roads 
to Hangchow, lo Changhsing, or to 
[Nanzing is said to be swarming with 
them. At first thelr number was 
given as something over 10,000 (a 
[sze), but i is thought there must be 
many more, perhaps twice as many. 
They are said to be equipped with 
all that is necessary for a campaign, 
having batteries, machine guns, cav: 
alry, Inbourers" corps and several 
tanks. Whether the above statement 
{is entirely correct is uncertain, but 
it Is what is told and believed. No 
reason has so far been given for this 
extraordinary influx of soldiers, 

‘employed in

was expected to perform the same 
function when ‘reorganized and 
‘brougt! up to date a year ago.

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DOUGLAS ’PLANE MAKES RECORD TRIP 


Rapid Journey to Yunnanfu and Return: Log of the 
‘Trip: Crew Prove Modest 


‘After averaging nearly 1,000 miles 
a day, an average that might have 
been ' somewhat higher had bad 
weather not intervened at the last 
‘moment, the China National Aviation 
Corporaiton’s Douglas aeroplane, 
which loft here on Monday, Mar. 9, 
for Yunnanfu, arrived at the Lunghua 
aerodrome shortly after 430 pm. on 
‘Thursday, with some, 3400 miles 
marked up in the pilot's logbook. 

En route, the huge passenger ‘plane 
called at Hankow and Chengking, and 
her arrival here on Thursday brought 
to a uccessful conclusion one af 
the longest and fastest trips aviation 
In China has yet known, 

Normally, the ‘plane is used on 
the Shanghai to Pelping service, but 
she left here on Monday with 
speclal investigating committee, heat 
ed by Mr, E, M, Allison, the eorpora- 
tHon’s technical department manager, 
to institute an enquiry into the 














forced landing of the “Kunming,” a 
Ford acraplane belonging to the 
corporation, which came down near 
Pengyl when bad weather conditions 
prevailed. According to informa- 
tion received from the C.N.A.C. on 
‘Thursday, Mr. Allison and ‘the In- 
vostigating committee will now 
ably stay in Yunnanfu for another six 
or seven days, so that, contrary to 
previous expectations, no report will

The “Kunming,” piloted by Mr. 
Bryon O'Hara, was bound from Kwel 
yang to Chengtu on ‘Thursday of last 
week, with three passengers, when 
it ran into a storm. — Seoing that 
conditions ahead were Impossible, 
pilot turned back in an effort 
roach Kwelyang again, only to fh 
‘almilar bad weather prevailing there 
fg well, He decided to make for 
‘Yunnanfu, but was forced to land at 
Pongyl, some 28 miles east of Kut- 
sing, nnd 36 miles this side of Yun- 
nantu, 


‘Tho party of investigation set out

Shortly afterwards, the weather 
took a turn for the better, and the 
DC-2 arrived at Chungking at 2.15, 
Dam, and after refuelling, landed at 
Chengtu with fourteen’ passengers 
at 330 pm. 


A Speclal Service 


Ten minutes later, it had taken off 
again, to finish Monday's flight by 
arriving at Chungking once more at 
440 pm. Up to then, the trip had 
been ‘more or Jess the usual Shang- 
hal-Chungking express service main- 
tained by the C.N.A.C, but on Tues- 
ay, after a delay of one hour occu- 
sioned “by the same storm that 
brought down the “Kunming.” the 
‘plane took of at 11 am, Shanghai 
jtime, for Yunnanfu, with eleven pas- 
sengers. 

‘The weather was still bad, how- 
ever, the Douglas being forced to 
pass’ over Suifu at an altitude of 
200 feet, through rain and fog. For- 
tunately, the ceiling lifted shortly 
afterwards, and the ‘plane flew along 
the gorges, which at this spot are 
shallow and extremely ‘rapid, past 
mountains which reared thelr’ heads 
ome 10,000 feel above the level of 
the river. 

At 2.10 pm, she come down at 
‘Yunnanfu, 35 minutes later than was 
expected, the delay being caused by 
strong head winds all the way. Mr. 
Allison and party and the passengers 
from Chungking having disembarked 
the Douglas took on a fresh supply 
of petrol; this had to be borrowed 
from the military authorities, as it 
uses a different brand from that of 
the Ford aeroplanes which normally 
fy along this route. The ‘plane took 
‘oft once more at 3 p.m. and landed 
safely at Chungking at $40 pm. 

‘More bad weather, between Han- 
kow and Shanghal, held the Douglas 
up for a day, and it was not until 

45 a.m. on Thursday, Shanghai time,

HIDDEN SILVER IN

Exchange Measures Devised 
by Government Banks 


As a measure to facilitate the ex- 
change of legal tender notes for silver 
in the interior. the three Government 
banks, the Central Bank, the Bank 
of China and the Bank of Com- 
munications, have requested the au- 
thorities to Instruct magistrates in 
varicus hsiens to issue notices to the 
people to surrender whatever silver:

No Food for Sale 
Although the ship's supplies wore 
running low, it was decided to make 
for Ras Hafen immediately, as food 
would be obtainable there, ‘The Helen 
Moller arrived safely, only to find 
that sanctions were in force, and that 
as she was a British ship, no food 
could be purchased at any price, 

‘The British members of the crew 
were not allowed ashore, but Mr. 
‘Smith, bearing an American passport, 
was not subject (o this order, and 
came and went at will. The two most 
notlecable things about the district, 
he sald yesterday, were the heat, and 
the salutes of the natives. 

"The averago daily temperature w 
about 110 degrees Fahrenheit, drop- 
ping to some 65 dogrees at night, As 
the. majority of the able-bodied 
natives were inland fighting the 
Abyssinians, all the work of unlooding 
‘the ships ‘was done by imported 
Halisn labour. Tt was, he said, a 
common estimate that each ship, 
which took from three to four days 
to unload, cost the lives of ten men, 
who usually died of cholera, dyse 
tery, o tho heat, 

‘The other Interesting point about 
Somaliland, he sald, was the fact that 
all the natives, from five-year old 
tots running around naked to tho 
greybenrds of seventy or more, saluted 
each and every white man with 
lose Imitation of tho Fascist sulute, 
No malter whether they were men 
‘or women, in the clty or in the 
Gesorted country inland, every native 
dropped his bundle and saluted when- 
ever a white ‘man appeared, Mr. 
‘Smith sald that he soon tired of 
rolurning the salute of every person 
hie met on an afternoon's ramble, and 
after the third day affected not to 
notice them. 

‘Almost Foodless Voyage 

‘Monnwhile, in view of the fact that 
no food was obiainable in Ras Hafen, 
the work of loading the ship was 
being carried out as quickly as possl- 
bie, and sho soon set sail for Colombo. 
Scurvy and other skin diseases broko| 
‘out amongst the erew en route, and 
fas the captain had the misfortune to 
fan and break his leg, Mr. Smith 
found himself unexpectedly “pro 
moted” {o some of the duties of the 
second offleer—with no increase in 





























pay, 

‘Colombo was finally reached, how- 
ever, and the craw at Iast had enough 
fo eat, After calls at one or two 
Intermediate ports, she arrived In the 
Philippines, where Mr. Smith went 
ashore and inland on a hunting trip. 
While wandering through the forest 
in Mindanao, he ssw something come 
hurtling through the alr, and the 
next minute an arrow was firmly 
embedded In his right arm, Needless 
to say, he did not stop to ask any 
questions or make any enquiries, 
although he might have had something | 
to say if he had seen his unknown 
assailant, 

‘While ‘on a python-hunting trip in 
the Moro country, Me, Smith suddenly 
eame on. three children playing 
together, He stopped to wateh them 
for a moment, and suddenly saw a 
‘wild boar come out of a thicket and 
charge them. Two of the children 








third tripped and fell, right in the 
animal's path.- Fortunately, Mr. Smith 
had his hunting ride with him, and he 
fired, killing the animal, 


AGrateful Chieftain 

‘The chieftain of the Moro tribe to 
which the child belonged was so 
Grateful that he presented Mr. Smith 
with his ring,” which besides being 
uniquely made, possesses the atded 
value of entitling the bearer of it to 
all the privileges and courtesies due to 
a chief. The ring is probably worth 
Htwo or three dollars in actual money, 
but it is perhaps unnecessary to 
remark that Mr. Smith would not part 
with it for anything. 

His adventures were not over yet, 
however, for soon after the Helen 
Moller left Manila she ran into a 
typhoon, and had her steering gear 
carried away. A makeshift repair 
was made, and she finally reoched 
Hongkong, considerably baltered, but 
‘otherwise safe and sound. ‘Then on 
to Japan, where she discharged her 
cargo. of salt and was ordered to 
Hakodate to-replenish her coal sup- 
plies, Again misfortune stepped in, 
for she ran aground right in the 
middle of a fortified zone, and re- 
mained there, surrounded by warships 
‘of every description, for ten days. 

‘Then, when she finally reached port, 
and Mr, Smith went ashore, he was 
arrested and kept in custody for over 
fa day. ‘The Japanese passport officials. 
‘apparently, were worried over the 
{act that in his passport he was listed 
as “athlelle director of Columbia 
University” and yet he had landed in 
Japan as the “purser” of the Helen 
‘Moller. ‘The American Consul-Gen 
‘smoothed matters out to everyone's 
satisfaction, however, and Mr. Smith 
was permitted to leave. 

He is now in Shanghai, and will 
remain here for a day or two, pending. 
the departure of the States Steamship 
Co's ss, Golden Sun, on which he is 
to travel to the United States an 
more. particularly, New York, as a 
passenger with a host of reminiscences,

GERMAN PROGRAMME

conditions in other countries as a

German imports from some and an 
Increase of German. ‘mports from 
other parts of the wort, Under this 
system Germany's purchases from 
China, which “offers a favourable 
market to Germany, had, according 
{to the, figures recently published by 
the Chinose Institute of Social and 
Economie Research increased — trom 
1924-35 by 45 per cent. and there 
was every reason to ‘believe that 
this tendency would continue. As 
suming that the production of raw 
materials in the various countries of 
the world would continue to expand 
as heretofore and taking it for 
granted, as they could, that German 
industry would always be able to 
produce sufficient exports to pay her 
Faw material requirements, the main 
condition procedent to a satisfactory 
working of German economy could 
be considered as established.

Inltlat Failures 


“tho industrial history of Japan,” 
sald Mr. Rabbitt, “is filled with foilure 
atter failure in various industries, but 
eventually leading to success. The 
most important point in the dovelop- 
ment of industry in Japan. is this 
continuity of purpose of the Japaneso 
to. ignore failure—whether that is 
based on stubbornness or somothing 
‘se, it is quite apparent as an import 
fant fuctor: in thelr ultimate success. 
‘Thoy have the courage to start any- 
thing, and then the guts to stick to it, 
rogardless of thelr losses, Take for 
loxamplo thelr steel industry. Their 
Fesources would be sufficient to 
furnish about 38 per cent. of the 
demand for iron in the U.S.A. for one 
yoar, yet by importing pig iron, scrap, 
‘and by almost every conceivable 
method, they have secured sulficient 
Iron over a porlod of years to grad- 
ually bulld up thelr steel industry, 
until, at the present time, they are 
suffering from over production for 
the first time in history. 

“Rayon is another instance. Silke 
was the basle industry of the country, 
‘and yet they had the foresight to see 
the possibilities in rayon. As far back 
‘as 1017 they. established factcrics, 
particularly the Suzuki Co, who 
fourded the Imperial Rayon Co. with 
the result that by 1927 they had got 
info the ‘Talwan Bank to the extent 
cof 300,000,000 and if it had not been 
|for the Bank of Japan coming to the 
lreseue, the Talwan Bank would have 
|falled-—It was practically Insolvent 

the Suzuki Co, failed: the Imperial 
Rayon Co, was taken over, and carried 
on by a board of trustees, and to-day 
Sapan is second in the list of world 
‘producers of rayon. In other words, 
afler such a colossal failure, they 
have succeeded In overcoming all 
thelr difficulties. There are none of

‘continuity of purpose, and on their 
tremendous dynamic force, and that is. 
the use that they have made of the 
‘most powerful medium Known under 
the capitalistic system, viz. the limited 
ability company. From the early 
Molji period. of 1870 onwards, the 
Japanese Limited ability companies 
have increased by leaps and bounds, 
‘and they started on the basis of tho 
German law whereby the minority. 
shareholders are well protected, and 
in all of thelr history there 
been very fow cases wheres 
holders’ money has been wasted: they 
have some scandals connected with 
the sugar industry, but they were in 
the line of obtaining special favour 
to got sugar cane from Formosa, and 
not in tho line of wasting the share- 
holders’ money. That has created the 
domestic confidence of the people in 
the leaders of industry, which has 
‘given them capital to carry on: it hos 
developed sufficient confidence of the 
Government to advance money to the 
small industrialists, so that they havo 
been able to take edvantage of rallec- 
ive: capital.

Hitherto, 
the °C” and "D" express buses have 
been running four times each day 
jover the two routes at a charge of 
20 cents for any part of the jouiney, 
but these » new buses have been 
brought into sorvice on the two 
routes for the use of a limited number 
‘of passengers, who will have a seat 
guaranteed for them on each joucney. 

‘Tho new buses were first Used on 
the express routes on March 6, and 
are being run until April 1 on tho 
jsame basis as the ordinary express 
buses. After April 1, however, they 
will only be availabio for a limited 
umber of passengers, each of whom 
will be required to purchase a season 
ticket costing $20 a month, which 
will also entitio them to travel on 
‘any of the company's buses except 
the express bus on the other route.

This 
series has stamps of four denomina- 
ions; two cents, five cents, twenty 
‘cents, and one dollar. Only 400,000 
one dollar stamps have been issued 
and therefore there can only be 
400,000 thousand complete sets. In 
the stamp world this number is 
rogarded ns very small. The stomps 
of smaller denominations have been 
Issued in larger numbers. It has 
been iripossible' to learn how low 
the stock of one dollar stamps has 
run since these stamps are being 
used all over the country.

Shrimp’s Brain 
A La Chinoise 


Culinary Mystery 
Solved at Last 


In its awful Ignorance mankind has 
ong associated the shrimp with per 
sons of dwarfish stature, but investl- 
gation shows that It has a brain and 
in a country like China, where nothing 
is wasted, it actually represents a 
tasty dish, 

In view of’ reader's recent query, 
from a “boy” at a local Chinese re- 
staurant the sccret of this dish has 
been discovered. ‘There Is a very 
short season for shrimps, namely 
May and June, with May as the peale 
month when the shrimp's brain is at 
its most delicious heights. Although 
this shell fish is obtainable from dit- 
ferent parts of China the Soochow 
(Tahu Lake) variely, as is the case 
of the crab, Is mostly favoured by the 
gourmet, 

‘The preparation of shrimp’s brain 
is within the llmits of cookery, ‘The 
brain is fried usually in lard although 
peanut or any other kind of oll— 
barring, it is presumed, castor oll— 
may be'used. One portion, consisting 
of "100 brains, would be enough to 
satisfy the fastidious taste of two 
Bourmets. The cost of this intaking

Annual Report of S.M.C. Industrial Section : 


Co-operation 


‘The following is a summary of the! 
annual report for 1995 of the S.M.C. 
Industrial Section:— 

‘The year has been one of much 
dimeully for factories in the Inter- 
national Setilement. During . the 
carly months of the year "many 
factories both large and small were 
foreed to cease operations and, while 
some re-opened later, many, Including 
two cotton mills, "have " remained 
closed. ‘The slackness of the trade 
situation generally expressed Itself 
otherwise, whore factories were able 
to continue operation, "in reduced 
working hours and abolition of a 
Bg shitt where this was eusomarity 

Some cotton mills, for example, 
for a period worked only three nights 
‘and three days per week instead of 
the usual six days and seven nights. 
In yet other cases undertakings kept 
‘going accompanied by a reduction in 
Wage rates, a 10 per cent. loss being 
experienced by some cotton mill 
workers, while in other industries the 
plece-work rate was successively 
Towered. Others again increased the 
Tength of the working day concur- 
rently with reduction in the hour 
‘and piece-work rate In an attempt to 
lower production costs, 





No Unemployment Indices 

It Is dimcult, in the absence of 
indices such a5 unemployment _in- 
surance statistics or other recognized 
feriteria would provide, to assess the 
degree of unemployment which has 
resulted from these ceonomic condi- 
tlons. It is not possible to compute 
-the loss in man-days without accurate 
information as to the number of 
workers in closed plants, and the 
duration of the, closures, ‘The social 
significance and the human aspects of 
the situation are however, not over~ 
ooked, for the existence’ of many 
unemployed persons must always be 
‘a matter of public concern. 

‘As compared with 1094, few new 
factory bulldings were erected, and 
those ew enterprises which opened 
were, usually, those whose plants 
‘were in course of construction at the 
deginning of the year, One large new 
cotton mill has gone into production; 
fn extensive dyeing and finishing 
plant has begun to operate; two 
Jargér and two smaller woollen mills 
have commenced operations and one 
of these four has initiated extensions 
to plant; a large new paint factory Is 
‘working and two large new breweries 
fre features of the development of 
the past year.

Tn machine safety progress may also 
be noted in several fields. ‘The 
procedure used Is to interest owners 
is|in making experiments which, once 

found satisfactory, are then recom- 
mended more widely. In textile 
‘machinery guards for bevel scars of 
‘dyeing jiggers and for Shreiner 
fealenders, guards for eing spinning 
frames, and loom shuttle guards are 
now approved and their installation

‘Power press, platen and other print 

Ing machine guards, dovices for stop- 
ping heavy rubber-masticaug rollers 
fand_ precautions for machine tools 
i¢|among others are emerging from the 
experimental stage and finding ap- 
plication, Guards for belts, proper 
Delt fasteners, and belt mounters are 
im use. Contact with makers of elec- 
¢| trical parts and accessories has been 

‘usefully maintained and obviously 
dangerous installations in some loca- 
tions have been changed on request. 

‘The type of clothing worn by Chin- 
ese workers is belng found to be un-

Healthtial Working Conditions 
Certain industrial processes are ac- 
companied by special health hazards. 
In addition the question of general 
health for workers is intimately bound 
up with suitable working premises, 
with adequate light and ventilation, 
with suffleient and clean sanitary ac: 
commodation, Continuous efforts to 
promote both better health and 
‘greater safely by clearing and clean 
ing of working premises are made. 
‘Some progress can be recorded in 
respect ‘of certain specifle health 
hazards, It is known that the fumes 
from chromle acid baths used in the 
charomium plating of metals cause a 
perforation of the sepium of the nose 
Gnd skin lesions. The spread of the 
‘chromium-plating of metal, parts in 
Shanghal has been rapid, 47 vats hav- 
Ing been installed since 1928 ond 
therefore the need for insistence on 
the use of exhaust ventilation from 
tho Eeth level has arisen. By the end 
of 1035, all but five of the 48 vats 
then in use were provided with proper 





exhausts. 
"The polishing shop is a familiar 
sight, where dust from the buffing 
wheels quickly covers the workers. 
[Removal of metal dust at the point 
Jot origin 1s therefore important for 
the comfort and health of the work- 
Jers. With the assistance’ of the 
[Workshops Engineer of the Public 
Works Department designs for ¢3 
fhaust systems: 
Jot a few polishing shops induced to 
fmaké an experimental installation. 
‘A marked improvement is observable 
Wherever the extraction plant has 
been used. 


Industrial Myglene 


‘The progress which can be report- 

led in this aspect of the work of the 
Yndustrial Section is due very largely 
to the ‘Henry Lester Institute of 
Medical Research, at whose insti 
tion and with whose essential ¢o- 
operation studies were made with the 
fapproval. of the Commissioner of 
Public Health, Thanks are due to 
the Institute, without whose interest 
Jand services the work could not have 
been begun nor proceeded to useful 
results. 
t is recognized that accurate local 
information is a first essential. | Be- 
Jginnings have been made in’ three 
fields. Council officials assisted by 
persuading factory owners to permit 
fine studies to be made and workers 
jo wibmit themselves to examination. 
They also collected and analysed the 
factors other than medical which have 
‘sn important bearing on the whole. 
A frst study of the health of workers 
in the printing industry was mode at 
the end of 1984, by Dr. H. 8. Gear 
of the Henry ‘Lester “Institute of 
Medical Research, and the results 
published as Special Report Series 
No, 4 of the Chinese Medical Assocla- 
tion in October, 1935. 

“The printing industry is an im~ 
portant’ one inthe | International 
Settlement, 17,000 out of a total of 
170,000 workers being employed in 
t—169 workers in five printing works 
fin erowded and unsuitable buildings 
jwere medically examined, Dr. Gear's 
Jdictum that “less than one-third of 
those examined could be assessed as 
being feee from Kross defects ancl 
disease and in a fit condition to 
work,” indleated the seriousness of 
the situation to which poor working 
snd living conditions make contribu: 
tion. 

‘The study is useful for its general 
health picture as well as for its dis 
covery that lead poisoning, the specific 
hazard of the industry, was found n 
Jadvanced stages in seven cases, in 
neipient stages in twelve, and ils’ ox- 
fstence was suspected in’ seven, that 
is, twas asgoclated with 10 per cent. 
lof the cases examined. 


Metal Plating Industry 
‘The second field of research has 
been in the metal plating and polish- 
ing industry. ‘Though fewer workers 
Jere involved in these occupations 
than in the printing industry, the 
Jeircumstancer ‘of the work for the 
reasons explained in the preceding 
rection are such as to require ac- 
feurate information concerning the 
health factors involved. Dr. S. G. 
Hatem, formerly of the Rockefeller 
Institute in Beirut, made medical ox- 
Jaminatlone of 200 workers in the 
trades, Dr. Bernard Read of the 
Henry Lester Institute of Medical 
Research directed the collection of 
material on the dict of the workers.

‘Workers! Living Conditions 

‘There is in China an intimate re- 
tation between the living conditions 
fof the workers and the problem of 
hhealth and safety in factories and 
‘workshops. ‘The situation differs from 
that ruling In western industrial 
countries where a worker seldom 
lives where he works, and lives his 
fe apart from his set hours of work 
jas he pleases, To a not inconsider- 
ie extent, exactly the opposite 
holds ‘good ‘in China, Dormitories 
specially constructed for the purpos 
fare beginning to appear where men 
In large numbers or groups of women 
workers are housed. In other cases 
workers and apprentices live on the 
premises In totally unsultable accom- 
modation. 

‘The living accommodation of work 
Jers presents difeulties in obtaining 
betterment.” There 1s an obvious fire 
risk when’ large numbers of people 
fre sleeping on wooden lofts. from 
Which there Is Inadequate exit. In 
Workers’ houses the kitchen is often. 
rented for residence and cooking 1s 
then done in any corner by every 
family in the four or five or more 
fwho may occupy a house; and in 
this lies a cause of fre. 

‘The question is a matier of econo- 
mies, When wages remain low, and 
house rent high, only a smal! portion 
‘of a house can be occupied. When 
Industrial depression forces down the 
price of commodities owners, especial

‘The report of the Superintendent 
‘of Education deals with the Kinchow 
Road Evening School for apprentices, 
but the existence and success of this 
undertaking Is of significance also for 
progress in betterment of conditions, 
Though it cannot be sald that the 
hours of work of the boys attending 
the school are lessened by thelr ate 
fendance thereat, it has been the 
Jexperience elsewhere that extension 
of educational facilities and reduction 
in the working hours of workers 
have gone hand in hand. For th 
reason also the adoption by the 
Council of the proposal of the 
Superintendent of Education for an 
experiment in a simplified form of 
half day school for children of 
limited finaneial resouces 1 also im- 
portant. 

During the summeér the Education 
Department stimulated the operation 
of literacy courses by those schools 
in the Settlement which were in 
receipt of grant from the Council 
‘and otherwise played a part In the 
national Iiteracy drive, Ail. these 
offorts are related to the possible 
betterment of working conditions of 
the future,

Lucien Lion, one 
fof the best-known members of the 
French community: of Shanghai, who 
passed away suddenly at his " resi- 
dence 523 Avenue du Rol Albert. 

‘The late M. Lion, who was 60 years 
of age, came out to Shanghal in 1901 
and in addition to his commercial 
‘activities he was prominently con- 
nected with many phases of French 
cémmunal life. One of the oldest 
members of the community, he was 
member of the French Municipal 
Gounell, served for years as Presi 
dent of the Alliance” Francaise and 
President of the Cercle Francais in 
Route Vallon.

Dr, H. H. Kung on Importance 
of Saving 


‘Testifying to the popularity of the 
Central Savings Society, throngs of 
people crowded around the counter of 
the institution at 126 Hankow Road 
for the purchase of premium bonds on 
its opening on Monday. 

‘Marked by no elaborate ceremony, 
the opening of the Sociely was offi- 
cially proclaimed by an address given 
by Dr. H. H, Kung, Minister of 
Finance. A group of leading bankers 
and business men called upon Mr. 
Sumin Li, manager, to offer thelr 
‘congratulations. 

‘Mr. Churtong Yih, managing diree- 
tor of the Central Trust Bureau, in- 
troduced Dr, Kung to the gathering. 
[During the course of his speech, Dr. 
Kung sald that saving is a virtue and 
‘a-safeguard, As children, our parents 
Provide for us, but as we grow up, it 
{s our turn, in accordance with family 
tradition, fo take over the responsl- 
Dilities of the family. But we cannot 
work all our lives, hence provision 
must be made for our old age, 

Speaking of the family system in 
China, Dr. Kung sald that daughter 
are married off, but sons were ex- 
pected to be the future support of 
their parents, But in the process of 
‘modernization, many old traditions of 
‘China were being changed. Nowadays 
one did not always expect his son's 
‘support, thus one should save up for 
a rainy’ day, 

It was the old custom to keep any 
Imoney saved in the home, but in kcop- 
ing with the times, it was now pussl- 
ble to put one's money into a safe 
institution, thereby earning money at 
the same ‘time, Dr, Kung continued. 
Mighty rivers’ were made by 1 
drops, so if every one of China’ 
400,000,000 saved a dollar, the total 
would ‘represent a huge fortune, ‘The 
Central Savings Society had ‘been 
organized to encourage savings which 
would be utilized for beneftt of the 
people and the welfare of the country, 
In conclusion, he urged the memoer 
of the staff to serve the best interes 
of the people and the nation, 

Interviewed by a representative of 
the “North-China Daily News,"" an 
official of the Society sald that’ since 
{tg whole aim is to encourage soving, 
special benefits for the bondhulder 
had been arranged,

Clearing Figures 


During the year: under review 1 
total of 1,850,281 items were cleared 
through the Clearing House, to the 
tolal value of $3,715,628.25.01, Com- 
pared with the totals for 1934, there 
was an increase of 1532 per cent. In 
the {otal amount and an Increase of 
14.22 per cent, in the total number of 
Homs. ‘The daily total for the year 
averaged 6,218 items, to the value of 
$12,427,000, ‘The kighest daily gure 
‘was §70,967,826.26, recorded on Decem~ 
ber 31. Compared by months, the 
dally ‘average from. February to 
‘August inclusive was around $11,000,- 
200, for September slightly above 
'$12/000,000, for January and Octobe: 
‘around $14,000,000, and for December 
slightly above $16,000,000, The 
highest daily average figure was that 
for November. about $16,000,000, 
which was also the highest dally aver: 
jege for any month since the n= 
auguration of the Clearing House. 
The relation of balance of clearing 
to total clearings for the year was 
1336 per cent. 
City Collection 

‘Tho city collection department wa 
‘organized on June 18, 1935, for th 
express purpose of providing the 
felearing rouse members with an 
efficient means of making collections 
‘of eity items, ‘These items are cheeks 
and drafs on nan-clearing banks, 
native banks, mercantile and other 
companies, which were formerly col- 
lected by the members banks indivi- 
dually through the native banks. ‘The 
‘old practice was not only cumbersom 
but also involved th necessity of 
keeping deposits with individual 
native banks in order to secure the 
required service. As q result of the 
now system, which simplified —bott: 
collections and payments in transfor 
dollars, the member banks were able 
to reduce the number of thelr staff. 
The concentration of deposits i 
transfer dollars, as q result of the 
change, also tended to minimize the 
trouble involved in depositing funds 
with individual native banks, and 
facliitated more economical employ 
ment of the funds by the members. 

‘On the inauguration of the depart- 
ment collection was frst started with 
the {tems of a fow clearing banks and 
gradually extended to the rest, ax 
both the organization and the person- 
nel of the Board had to be organized 
and trained to handle the new under- 
taking. ‘Thanks to the co-operation 
of the native banks and the Joint 
Reserve Board of the Native Banks’ 
Association, the city collection was 
in full operation by August 21. Up 
to the end of the year under reviow 
fa total of $555,202 items was passe? 
through this department, to the total 
value’ of $746,528,619.15. ' The highest 
daily total was $10,580,546.54, recorded 
‘on December 27. 























Centrallzation of Returns 
Return items were formerly handled 
individually by the clearing members 
who fad to send thelr own messengers 
to the different clearing members for 
repayment, Since the establishment 
of the elty collection department re~ 
turn items have been centralized. 
Clearing members have been able to 
send all “unpaid” items to the clear. 
ing house, which in turn secured 4 
refund from the different banks by 
ulillzing the service of the messengers 
of the eity collection department. Up 
to the end of 1985 the daily {otal of 
return items averaged 291 items, or 
about 4.75 per cent. of all items 
cleared.

Sh3185540. In 1934 the Restriction 
Scheme only began to function for the 
last five months and the percentage 
‘of output exportable over the whole 
year was 92% per cent. 28 compared 
with only 67! per cent. over 1915 
with the result that the quantity. of 
rubber that the estate was permitted 
fo harvest inthe latter year w. 
14,300 Ib, less, whilst the selling pri 
‘was only very slightly higher. 




















Increase in Expenditure 


‘The estate expenditure for 1935 was 
/St$1,498.19 more than in 1098, th 
‘main inereases being in superintend- 
fence $1,630, general charges $103, rent 
'$052, and upkeep of gardens $1,820, 
On the other hand, rubber production 
‘costs showed a decrease of $2,073, and 
jospital expenses were lower by $100. 
‘The increase in superintendence is re- 
presented by $1,000, placed to reserve 
for leave pay arid passages, a pro- 
vision that was not_made ‘in 1934, 
‘and $630 for Increases in tke wages 
paid to the clerk and conductor. Re- 
Jerulting expenses were $241 higher 
‘but decreases In other items reduced 
‘the net Increase in general expenses 
‘to $108. During the slump years the 
government reduced the re 
‘maximum of $2 an acre, but for 19 
the full amount of rent 'was demand:

T think it would not be amiss at 
this juncture to say a few words 
regarding rubber estates in general. 
‘There appear to be people who make 
point of comparing the expenditure 
of one year with that of the previous 
year and to expect a continuous re- 
[duction to take place and who refer 
to such reduction as economy. 1 
‘would like to emphasise the fact that 
@ reduction in expenditure, if it i 
brought about by leaving" undone 
‘work that should be done, can turn 
‘out to be very false economy, and as 
accounts can’ only show the actuol 
‘sums spent, to focus on these alone 
can only give a misleading viewpoint, 
You may rest assured that all ex: 
penditure is carefully scrutinized and 
that full value is obtained for the 
money spent. 


Cuts in Remuneration 


‘As regards outgoings, these are 
practically all incurred on salaries 
‘and wages, consequently any reduc- 
ton can only be achieved by a de- 
crease In the number of employees or 
bya decrease in the rate of wag 
paid. ‘The rate of wages to be pald 
to native labour is fixed by the local 
‘authorities, and a decrease in person- 
nel can only be brought about at the

Reverting to the accounts the only 
lexpendlture on capital account was 
‘$496 on wells and water supply since 
the cost of the upkeep of the 14 acres

Dr. Rawlinson’s Views 


To the Raitor of the 
‘*Nonru-Cunwa Dany News’ 

Sin—May I claim the couttesy of 
|your ‘columns to express a somewhat 
belated appreciation of the compre- 
hensive and illuminating “Annual Re- 
port of the S.M.C. Industrial Section,” 
5 published in your issue of March 
432, 1998. The reports does, it is true, 
recognize that much territory remains 


































to be occupled and that many sources 
of information are still beyond the 
Feach of the technical tasso° of the 
Industrial Department,, but it shows 
that the SMC, in splte'of its atavistic 
bases, Is developing a modern ap- 
proach to the necessity of reducing. 
the hazards under exposure to which 
such a tremendous proportion of the 
residents of the Settlement must earn. 
thelr dally bread. That Is a fleld of 
human welfare left until relatively 
Fecently to take care of itself in this 
“model” Seitiement. If the excellent 
work revealed in this report Is per- 
mitted to expand and receive the sup- 
port It deserves, it may be possible in 
this respect to' remove the inverted 
‘commas from the term “model.” That 
is ardently to be desired! 

Of course, what is being done is in 
‘tho main based on co-operation with 
employers, though it is for the good 
of employees. Many of the hazards 
‘that go unregulated are often as much 
due to Ignorance of how to remove 
them as to Indifference to the welfare 
‘Of the employees concerned. The 
Report is quite correct in. claiming 
that no matter what the existing state 
‘of factory regulation or unregulation 
the preventive methods needed must 
bbe a matter of a long process. Mere 
legislative regulation alone will not 
remove the hazards {o life and health 
which lack of aitention thereto i 
permitted to develop, “The SC. ts, 

erefore, through lls Industrial De- 
partment, laying the basis of a proper 
working of such factory laws as now 
or may obtain, and also bullding up 
‘an understanding of how “possible 
betterment of working conditions 
(may be speeded up) in the future.” 

‘The fact that such studies and co- 
‘operative improvements are going 
forward shows that the growing 
public concern thereabout in the Set=

Tt 
Serves (o remind us that under an 
unregulated industria! system even In 
a time of economle prosperity it. is 
the workers who suffer the greatest de- 
privations. An economic depression 
‘simply serves to add to thelr burdens. 
However, it Is encouraging to note 
that the economic depression is not 
permitted to prevent the just rights 
Of workers to proper working con- 
ditions from receiving consideratios 
‘The men and women who do th 
‘work that ereates the profits have as 
persistent a right to work under con- 
ditions made ns safe as possible as 
those who got the profits have to be 
protected therein. It is gratifying 
fat the SAC, is recognizing, that 
act, 

‘That some attention ts bein pald to 
the hazards to which workers are 
expoted in existing housing conditions 
‘alls for specific mention. Much more 
needs to be done along this line. Why 
‘could not the S.M.C. In a sclentife 
roport make available to the public 
the facts on this deplorable situation 
already in its possession, and make 
suggestions as to how some improve- 























‘be achieved? Who can tackle this 
problem better than the Counell? 
‘Would ‘not an attempt to find a solu- 
tion thereto be one way whereby the 
Council might Justify its existence 
Under present exigencies? It Is pos- 
sible that the method of educational 
persuasion and co-operation that have 
‘motivated what has been done with 
industrial conditions could be applied 
to the problems of housing. That 1s 
‘worth considering anyway. 

‘Tho time has gone by when Gov- 
ernment fists alone will remove in- 
dustrial hazards and inequities. For 
this reason I note with special ap- 
preciation the three investigations into 
Industrial hygiene that have been 
carried on with the co-operation of 
the Henry Lester Institute of Medical 
Research. Taymen ke myzelt are 
‘apt to consider that the frequently 
unpleasant sepects of a particular ine 
dustry are all threats to the health of 
the workers. That is not always so. 
To say that Is not to concede that It 
fs all right that the workers who 
have to endure the unpleasaninestes 
should not be relleved of them when- 
fever possible. But sclentife under- 
Standing of just what and what not 
in an industry Is injurious to health 
‘as over against that which’ Is un- 
pleasent is an essential to a cofrect 
handling of the hazards concerned, 
|The co-operation between this modern 
‘medical research organization and the 
Industrial Department of the SMC. 
is especially welcome. I hope that it 
‘also may be expanded.

FRANCO-SOVIET PACT 


Effect on Germany's Position 


To the Editor of the 
“Nosri-Cuta Dany News” 

Sin—From ‘out of the welter of 
reflections and views expressed by 
responsible (and irresponsible) 
{ers in regard to the political tsruggl 
now going on in Europe, one fact 
protrudes with striking larity. 

‘The so-called “brutal gesture” by 
which “Germany is sid to have 
Violated the ‘Treaty of Locarno is 
“deplored” in certain quarters with- 
out a single reference being made 
to the juridical side of the question 
‘at stake, ‘The reluctance to bring 
this angle of the subject out Into 
the clear light of day can only be 
explained by ‘the fact that the 
politico-juridical evidence which. 
Would then be provided by the 
Treaty Would prove beyond all 
question that Germany's action is 
Indisputably Justin 

‘The fundamental element of the 
Locarno Treaty is embodied ‘In the 
stipulation of the agreement of the 
contracting parties that neither 
France nor Belglum nor Germany 
‘can resort to war with each other 
without having had recourse to the 
Lengue of Notions. And further= 
moze—and this appears to be the 
crucial point In dispute if tho 
Pronco-Russian pact is related 0 
the Locarno Treaty—war between 
the contracting parties can only be 
started if and after the permanent 
Council of the League of Nations 
ives its consent to such a step. 

‘This constitutes the fundamental 
guarantee that none of the contracting 
Powers ean wage an aggressive war 
tupon any other, It is more or less 0 
security-valve against such happens 
Ings a8, for instance, the French inv 
sion of the Rubr ia 1923, 

‘The Franco-Russian Treaty of 
military alliance nutomatically casts 























away “such a security. Although 
reference Is made in’ the main 
article of this instrument to th 





‘convenants of the League of Nation: 
which superficially gives the Im= 
pression that the contracting parti 
will adhere to such decisions of the 
League as outlined above, this funda 
‘mental question is nulilfled in an 
‘additional protocol, ‘which 1s, and 
must be, considered as an intogral 
part of the Franco-Russian Treaty. 

In this additional protocol it 
plalnty stipulated that olther Fran 
for Russia would have'to lend armet 
Dasistance to each other even If the 
League Counell—the satety-valve of 
the Locarno Treaty—should not come 
to a unanimous decision arguing 
military action, or, worse still, if 
the Council does not arrive at’ any 
‘decision at all, 

Herein Hes the point which makes 
the Franco-Russlan pact a violation 
‘of the ‘Treaty of Locarno, 

Jt must be remembered that the 
Fronco-Russian Treaty was initialted 
by thelr “respective "representatives 
lon May 2, 1035, 

Since that day Germany has ro- 
peatedly communicated notes of 
protest to the signatorlds of . the 
Locarno Treaty (France, Great Bri- 
tain, Belgium and Tlaly) drawing 
the ‘attention of the signatories, and 
leaving no doubt that under ‘these 
circumstances the Frfinco-Russlan 
‘Treaty must be considered « flagrant 
violation of the Locarno ‘Treaty. 

Likewise, no opportunity has been 
lost, whenever an Ambassador of the 
signatory powers called at the Wil- 
hhelmstrasse, or Germany's Ambassa- 
dors had an opportunity to call on 
the signatories’ Governments, | to 
‘emphasize tho Gorman protest. But 
‘all to no avall—only evasive repli 
were forthcoming. 

Now, over a period of about ten 
months, the frultless diplomatic 
struggle of the German side has .re- 
‘sulted in Its being made clear to the 
‘signatories ot the Locarno ‘Treaty 
that the Franco-Russlan alliance is 
fan instrument to upsct the funda 
‘mental reason for the Locarno Treaty, 
namely {0 eliminate all danger of 
the possibility of an aggressive war 
in Europe, 

France has similar treaties to the 
one with Russia with Poland and 
Czecko-Slovakia, But these treaties 
do not weaken the regular funetion- 
ing of the Council of the League of 
Nations in case of a war-threatening 
situation, Germany had never caus 
to protest or object there treaties, 
‘because their peace-alming character 
{is net to be doubted. But the Franc 
Russian Treaty has a different eharac- 
ter,—it destroyed the peaceable spirit 
ot the Treaty of Locarno, 

‘The foregoing reflections are based 
fon indisputable politico-Juridical 
facts, And in view thereof it should 
not be so difficult to find an answer 
fo the question: "Was the Treaty of

A Retrograde Step

‘Sin—The International Recreation

March, and It Is to be hoped that|

‘During the last few years racing 
in Shanghai has become unconscion-| 
ably dull both as a sport and a3 a 
spectacle, and has been ruined by a 
jpoliey of trying to make it cheap, 
‘whieh has succeeded in more ways 
than one. 

‘Some years ago there was a dis- 
cussion in Hongkong as to whether 
the best pony in the Colony, Local 
‘Option, should be sent to Shanghal 
for a match; now, and for several 
‘years past, Shanghai has had no pony! 
| that could’ hope to compete with such| 
{champlons as Liberty Bay and Cycla- 
men Bay, or oven with Diana Bay. 
‘At one time there were in Shanghai| 
some ponies good enoagh in thelr 
way such as Warrenfeld, Apollo, Het~ 
man and Sadko—who was only al- 
Towed to race once a year—but they’ 
‘were all incontinently driven out, on. 
the grounds that one or two of them. 
were becoming outstanding! Is it 
possible to imagine a more retrograde 
Step than this? The obvious solution 
was to encourage the supply of 
similar ponies so as to raise the rank 
and file up to the level of the leaders, 
Instead of excommunieating the cham-| 





discomfort of going to 
where there is no longer any spectacle 
to attract them. ‘The fetish of| 
eliminating all ouistanding ponies in| 
order to provide (a) close fnishes, 
‘tnd (b) an adequate volume of bet- 
ting has resulted in the actual races| 
degenerating into a dreary procession 
‘of inferior ponies pedailing slowly’ 
Found the course, to burst forth into| 
2 mad dash over the last quarter, to 
the accompaniment of wildly waving!

careless use of the whip?) ind the 
race is eventually won by a beast 
that is the least unbalanced by its 
over forceful jockey. 

‘A great deal has been heard about 
keeping racing amateur, but s0 soon 
las a real amateur with some apprecia- 
lon of horseflesh suggests that real 
racing be encouraged by running the’ 
best ponies that the country can pro-| 
duce he is told that the volume of 
betting will suffer if outstanding 
ponies are permitted to be raced! 
‘Anything less amatour thin this line! 
lof reasoning I cannot conceive. 

If racing 1s to remain amateur tt} 
must appeal as a spectacle and pro-| 
vide events for ponies that are worth 
coming to see; if betting is to be the’ 
jparamount consideration the amateur 
‘had much better drop out altogether: 
dog racing will provide quite as good 
‘a medium for gambling. 

If bolting is becoming so important | 
to the local race club why do they. 
continue to retain thelr extremely 
‘expensive headquarters in the centre| 
of the town? Since over oighty per 
lcent, of the members must live much 
further out in a westerly direction, 
‘many of them in Great Western Road| 
or Hungjao Road, the convenience of| 
having a race course in the centre 
of the town can no longer be maln-| 
falned. Tt would be far better to 
sell up and move out where land is| 
cheaper and racing could be condu: 
ted among country surroundings, 
without the menace of finance and 
betting continually affecting the sport. 

Racing, polo and _paper-hunting| 
[must go hand in hand in Shanghai; 
the average race pony of 13.1 hands, 
it he 1s no use for racing, is also use 
less for any other purpose to a'man 
welghing over 145 Ibs, as most men 
do. A great deal of” nonsense has| 
been talked about the China pony 
being such a wonderful weight car- 
rier, and the poor little brute| 
has’ been half killed to try and| 
jjustity his reputation, In point of 
fact the 131. China pony is not a 
patch on the 140 hand so-called "2"

Mongolia Is an enormous terri- 
tory, in which horse breeding hus 
‘been carried on for centuries in the 
most haphazard manner. The race 
‘elubs in China have done nothing, to 
Improve the breed of Mongoliat: 
ponies (which is generally considered 
the prime reason for racing in othe: 
parts of the world), and the Shanghal 
Face clubs have ' done everything 
possible to stop the supply of better 
ponies by refusing to accept any 14.0 
hand ponies, and by rejecting hun- 
dreds of betier performers under this 
hhelght on the grounds that they are 
“Crossbreds"| 

‘Actually the stock of the Mongolian 
pony varies considerably, the best 
Known breeds being the Tl horse and, 
in Russia, the Paviov horses. Apart 
from this, the condition and perform~ 
ance of the ponies varies according to 
‘the stallions and mares from which 
they wero bred; usually the Mongols. 
let any mare go with any stallion, and 
the offspring of undersized stock ‘bred 
from broken down stallions and aged 
mares is snapped up locally as a de- 
sirable racing product: When a good 
stallion and a young mare do get 
together to produce something better, 
‘our local worthies hasten to reject i 
[as a cross bred! As proof that many 
‘ponies racing locally are out of old 
mares T would cite the number of in- 
stances in which they break down 
after ono or two seasons, which Is 2 
characteristic of the offspring of old 
stock. If you want the best foals you 
‘must breed from mares at the height 
lof their powers, and walt until they 
‘are {oo old for useful work, although 
I am not suggesting this is how it 
works out in Mongolia, where horses 
are little worked and'mares soldom 
ridden. ‘The various race clubs in 
China ‘might easily have sent repro- 
sentatives to Mongolia to start 9 
system of premium stallions and to 
ensure that only young mares wore 
‘sent for service; it would have been 
‘cheaper than subsidising dealers, and

‘There is no harm in a few imported

‘whole lot are imported, witness the 
racing of Australians in Hongkong. If 
a rich man obtains the monopoly” of 
good ponies one day, somebody else 
4s sure to arise and surpass him; such 
is the law of progress, whethor or not 
We lke it; Iife cancols itself out, 
There are plonty of 13.0 hand ponies 
in India, but nobody has suggested 
that racing should be confined entirely 
to them. Racing is a rich man’s game, 
and the poor man has no business in 
It, especially if he cannot guard his 
own interests, but must be protected 
‘by retrograde legislation. 

I hope therefore that the Inter- 
national Reereation Club will pioneer 
the return of open racing, without 
stopping at a 140 hand limit, and that 
other clubs will follow them, and 
receive the support of everyone who 
4g interested in the best type of horse- 
flesh for the best possible type of 
amateur sport, What Js required Is

MR. CHURCHILL ON GERMAN REARMAMENT

ship, declared the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin, In opening’ the 
debate on the White Paper containing | 
the Government's defence proposals in 
the House of Commons. 

‘The Whito Paper, which was frst 
Jssued last week, enumerated proposed 
Increases and improvements In the 
three Services, including the laying 
down of two capital-ahips in. 1937, 
considerable increaso In the Fleet Alr 
‘Arm, the raising of four new Infantry 
‘battatfons, and an increase in the first- 
ine strength of the Alr ‘Force in 
Britain to 1,750 aireratt, 

‘Mr. Baldwin ‘said that tho dis 
appointing results from every effort 
to secure International disarmament 
‘and the grow(h of armaments in other 
countries had left Britain no aller- 
native but to review the state of her 
defence forees In order {o enable her 
fo fulht her’ obligations under. the 
Covenant and to safeguard herselt 
notwithstanding previous failures, 

He concluded by referring to the 
latest erisis precipitated by Germany's 
‘ction In repudiating the Locarne 
‘Treaty, saying that no permanent 
European peace was possible nv long, 
‘as Franeo-German ‘susplelon con 
tinued, 

Labour Condemnation 

Following Mr, Baldwin's speech, 
Major C. R. Altes, loader of the 
Opposition, moved @ Labour motion 
condemning the Government's polley. 

‘He sald that the White Paper really 
amounted to engaging in on. arma 
ments race. “He. emphasized that 
Labour members were ready to 
establish defences. necessary for col 
lective security byt were not prepared 
ogo further. 

‘sir Archibald Sinclair, speaking on 
Lbchalf of the Liberal Party, described 
the White Paper as vague and un- 
convineing, and while condemning the 
violation of treallos urged that Herr 
Hider’s constructive proposals should 
bo, dispassionately studied. 

"E Belleve that their setion is a 
blunder," declared Sir Samuel Hoar 
former Pérelgn Secretary, in referring 
to Germany's action on the Rhine, 

He added that he was going to say

‘He believed it 
shook the whole foundation of Inter- 
national agreement, and, on that 
ground, he fully Agreed’ with the 
statement of Mr. Eden that nobody, 
‘not even tho best friends of Germany, 
could deny that Gorman re-armament 
‘was the conteal factor to-day in. the 
European problem and in our defence 
programme, and it was what every 
member of the House was thinking of. 


Peace Depends on Alt Nations 

Every part of the House was oc-

‘After oullining the purposes of the 
white Paper, the Prime Minister in- 
formed the House that, despite pro- 
vious failures, the Government still 
hhoped that it'was possible to find a 
basis for an arms limitation agreo- 
mont. 

Those words, he added, were 
written before the events of the woek- 
fend, but he ropeated them us being 
the Govornment’s. objectives. 

‘Defence depended on the foreign 
polley not only of Britain but uf all 
Countries. “One nation might make 
war, but It took 60 nations to secure 
peace, 

‘The Prime Minister declared that 
they ‘would continue to use Britain’ 
prestige and influence in the appease- 
ment of Intornational unrest and to 
ensue success of the prineiple of the 
Covenant, but no Government, in 
Britain could overlook the possible 
danger of @ confict somewhere. Nor 
was it possible to overlook the con- 
sequences of Britain's participation in 
the League of Nations. 


Not to Shirk Responsibility 
While trying to avold a dispute, he| 
proceeded, they would not shirk thelr 
Inevitable responsibility, nor wiltingly 
eave the country Weak or Ile 
equipped in defence. Britain must.

On March 1, 1913, Beatty hoisted 
‘his flag in the Lion and took com~ 
mand of a squadron, later to be 
extonded to a fleet, and from this date 
lun April 7, 1915—a period of over 
six yoare—he was continually in com= 
mand at sea, during which time his 
fag was never hauled down, although 
Ht wos transferred on several ocea- 
sions, and once during the heat of 
faction. His successful aclions during 
‘this time which embraced the whol 
‘of the greatest war the world has 
fever known are too recent and well 
recorded to be mentioned here.

‘The Great War, as it is now called 
in spite of the fact that everyone is 
united in condemning it as the most 
useless bit of savagery since the 
days of Timurlane, furnished an op- 
portunity to quite a number of 
young men who otherwise would 
not have been able to afford it, to 
‘see parts of the worlds which ‘are 
usually off the beaten travel track. 
Not always were the opportunities 
appreciated, since those who de- 
signated the young men to the 
nethermost parts of the earth took 
no thought of the more salubrious 
times of year for such foreign 
travel, but simply sald: “There is 
trouble there; go and stop it.” Or, 
perhaps, “Go and make it worse.” 
And the young men were placed 
upon appropriate transports and 
taken to those parts of the world no 
matter whether the thermometer 
was umpteen degrees below , or 
whether hens lald hard-boiled eggs 
on the top of stovelike soll. Tt hap- 
pened that in 1916 or thereabouts 
the British Government was misled 
into believing that the Armenians 
and others round the Black Sea and 
in the northern parts of Asia Minor 
might be encouraged into fighting 
the Turks if they had a nucleus of 
good officers and armoured cars 
round which to rally, So they sent 
from Baghdad through Persia an 
expedition, small enough to be 
called a mission, which reached its 
objective but found that the people 
it had come to help were prepared 
to do little more than sell it liquor 
that drove men mad, inferior to- 
bacco, women, children, bad food, 
and sticky sweets. Also they found 
that some Persians had grown a 
little tired of their country being 
used as a battlefield between Powers 
whose quarrels interested Persia 
very little and had thought”out the 
original slogan—"Persia for the 
Persians"—and were prepared to do, 
‘and did, their best to impress this 
slogan upon outsiders. 

A result of this was that the 
expedition or mission reached the 
oll fields near the Black Sea and 
the Caspian and succeeded in pre- 
venting the enemy from using them 
for some: time, but later had to 
withdraw owing to uncertain Ru 
sian support following the revolu- 
tion, and station itselt in central 
Persia from where it could bar a 
possible invasion of the country by

Philosophy’ in Light of 
Recrudescence 


Modérn Developments 
of Nationalism

the author, who, in trlorpretiig ls various phases, reviews tts applicability, to 


modern trends. “The sage’ nationalism 
Ihas been so milltantiy aggressive durin 
‘and concluding article, 

Ever since the Chindse Revolution, 
Confucianism has been under fire in- 
cessantly on account of its conserva 
tive tendoneles. At times, It has been 
severely castigated by those radically 
inclined as a dilapidated monument 
of antiquated ‘doctrines standing in 
the way. of the rise of Chinese 
nationalism. So for almost three de- 
eades Confucianism has been thrust into 
‘an Ignominious celipse. But this| 
arrest of its influence upon the Chi- 
nese’ polity: was afler all just a mo 
mentary hiatus left by tie waves of 
‘a rampant radicalism that soon passed 
away. ‘The reaction which lately set 
In has at last restored Confucianism 
tots merited place of.usetul service 
in moulding the thoughts of the Chi- 
nese people. ‘The revival of the Con~ 
fusian worship is just a renewed 
vindication of the true valye and 
significance of Confucius’ teachings to 
Chinese national life, 

‘One of the attacks on Confucianism 
has been directed specially on Cor 
{uelus’. constantly praising the reigns. 
of the Emperors Yao and Shun and 
of the Kings Wen and Wu, With 
fond recollection, he would commend, 
these earlier #égimes as having pos- 
sessed in their government and 
ty exemplary merits for the’ 
imitation of later generations. Now. 
however, if we view the Confucian, 
retrospection of the past in a his. 
torleal perspective, it does not neces-| 
sarily mean a tendency toward con- 
servatism, Rather, it falls essentially 
in line with ‘the’ manifestations of 
‘modern nationalisin, 

“Tt Is just akin to the inclination of 
the peoples of modern countries to 
‘make appeal to, and adore, thelr past 
greatness so as to foreshadow or re- 
flect the future glorification of their 
respective nations. Nations ranging 
from the Rhine to the Indus have 
‘at one time or another been suscept- 
{ble {o sentiments of this sort. 

Specially is this the case, when the 
old countries have been rejuvenated 
‘and are forging ahead on the way 
to. national independence or| 
aggrandizement. ‘The stimulation of 
pride in their past generally consists 
inthe revival of old beliefs and 
customs or the exaltation of national 
heroes. ‘The popular interest | in 
notional histories coeval with the 
rise of modern nationalism attests to| 
this inflexible tend of thought, 

Rebirth of Nationalism 

‘The recrudescence of nationalisms: 
voth in the West ond in the East 
offers many illustrations, ‘The Poles 
‘and the Serbs have drawn for their 
patriotic inspiration in thelr strife 
for independence largely upon their 
memories of the glorious achieve- 
ments of the Jagellons and Stephen 
Dushan, For India, the appeal to the 
oriental splendours of the Mogul 
Empire has played a part in awaken- 
ing her ambition to gain @ national 
statehood. 

Tt is not without mixed feelings of 
longing and pride that Fascist Italy 
has been looking back upon the past 
wlory of the ancient Roman imperial 
régime with its world empire and 
dominance, Again, the British Empire 
would not’ be what it is but for the 




















English King, the Magna Charta 
Shakespeare and the memory of 
‘Trafalgar, It is this sort of institu 


tions and accomplishments. that has 
forged the strony links of common 
feelings and interests among the 
Anglo-Saxon peoples and has. fur~ 
‘ished the emotional appeal for the 
making of British nationalism, 

"Then consider the vaclllaling course 
of Chinese nationalism. Having gone 
through the viclssitudes of fortune 
for thirty years, its onward maren 
has rounded off with reversion to the 
past! ‘The New Life Movement and 
the renewal of the Confucian worship 
chime in with the nationalist call of 
other countries to preserve and pro- 
‘pagate their national characteristics 
nd cultural values typical of théir 
reat past. 

‘Thus the sentiment to appreciate 
and perpetuate what was worth 
while in the past has been a power- 
{ul Influence in speeding up national 
advancement, For it “instinctively 
fans the flame of national ambitions 
by conjuring up before the people 
all the best and greatest that is 
peculiarly their own, Uniting them 
With the bonds of common memories, 
It summons them {o renewed efforts 
for the fulfilment of national aspira- 
tions and rallies them to make 
patrlotle sacriflee for their country's 
ood, 

Principles of Just Dealing 

What has been explained in the 
above as Confucian nationalism: is 
Feally quite different from the sort 








‘tg quite different from that form which 
the past sixty years. ‘This tz the second 
‘of nationalism that has been so) 
‘mililantly aggressive for the last sixty’ 
years in Europe. Those teachings 
of Confucius, though they referred 
to conditions of China in his time, 
have for ug now an_ international 
signifeance, it we consider their bear- 
ing upon the international relations 
of to-day. For the Confucian nation- 
‘lism in the broad sense was found- 
ed upon certain principles that may 








just and right dealings of States with 
‘one another. 

Confuclus, centuries ago. had 
already proposed, in general prin 
ciple, the maintenance of friendly in- 
fercourse among the States through 
the sending and xecelving, of envoys 
with their cordial and liberal treat- 
ment, Modern nations have stil 
much to learn from his teachings in 
‘order to break themselves of bias and 
prejudice against foreigners, for he 
advocated sympathetle and indulgent’ 
treatment of the “people from afa 


His precept for dealing with them 
fs, “Commend the good among them 
‘and show compassion to the incom- 
petent.” He counselled the States in| 
their relations with one another to 
practise benevolence, faithfulness and, 
reciprocity. States "in trouble and 
confusion should be pacified and those 
In peril assisted; extinguished nation-| 
alities are to bo revived and scattered 
peoples restored to thelr own coun- 
tries, 

Confucius had a strong aversion to 
war-and refused to talk on, or have} 
anything to do with, military affairs. 
He seems to have’ thought that a 
nation’s might need not be measured 
by the yardstick of armament,  Ite| 
strong and honourable position de- 
pends upon how thoroughly its people 
are trained in the duties of life and 
ltizenship. The nations should not 
rival with one another in the race 
of armament or the strife for more 
territories, but should try to excel 
‘one another in benevolent deeds and 
those peaceful pursuits calculated to 
increase the welfare of humanity. It 
is only through the influence of 
culture and virtue that they con 
‘extend thelr dominions ana win over 
other peoples—"if remoter people are 
hot submissive, all the influence of 
civil culture and virtue Is to be 
cultivated to attract them to be s0; 
‘and when they have been so attracted, 
they must be made contented and 
tranquil.” 

‘Example for Western Powers 

For their guidance in treating the 
weak and uncivilized people, the 
Western Powers should also draw 
upon the teachings of Confucius. 
True, Confucius entertained —dis- 
paraging opinions about the barbarous 
tribes of his time and was conscious 














thelr princes are still not equal to 
China with her anarchy.” But noth- 
Ing was farther from his mind than 
the resort to armed force to bring 
them into subjection. “It was his 
ideal to pacify and civilize them only 
through ‘the influence of right and 
Justice, He even expressed the wish 
to live among them and was confident 
that the virtuous conduct of “the 
superior man” could effect clegance 
‘and enlightenment in their tife, 

‘The International significance of| 
these precepts will be all the more 
evident, if we regard them as hav-| 
Ing actually referred to the conditions 
‘of Confucius’ time, Since the warring 
Kingdoms then were really like 
separate States often at loggerheads| 
with one another, then it Is warrante| 
able to interpret these Confucian 
principles as having been intended 1o| 
apply (o States as such. ‘To reason| 
further, i€ Confucius predicated the 
principio, “right is might,” about the 
Yolations' of the States of his time

Professor Stelger has attempted 2 
heavy ask but he has approached it 
with a full sonse of the requirements 
fof the student who wishes to have 
fn authoritative grasp of the essential 
historical facts relating to. the Far 
East. So he docs not ask for reliance 
entirely on the 867 well-packed pages 
fof his book, but adds a most exten- 
sive bibliography occupying no less 
than 40 pages exceeding the narra- 
live. Covering as he does China, 
India, “Central Asia, Indo-China, 
Malaysia” Korea, Japan, ‘Mongolia, 
Manchuria and ‘the Netherlands In- 
dies, he has had to pay strlet atten 
tion'to relative values. In order fur- 
ther to, ossist the reader, he makes no 
attempt to treat the vast aren in one 
chronological narrative. He quite 
properly selects certain countries for 
treatment up to 2 definite period in 
thelr history and then turns to re- 
capitulate events in the next country 
fon his list. Thus he deals first with 
China, from the earliest days tothe 
end of the Ch'in Dynasty, then turns 
to Indin from the Second Century 
BC, to the Delhi Sultanate. After 
‘an interlude with the Tartars, Turks, 
Uighurs and Tibetans of Central Asia, 
the reader is taken to Indo-China, 
Malaysia, to Korea and then to Japan, 
the history of which is carried up to 
the Kamakura Shogunate for the time 
being.
